The Youth Master Plan Committee has taken a close 
look at the city of Claremont’s Youth Master Plan for 
several reasons. First, it is an excellent example of a plan 
that was put together by representatives from key orga¬ 
nizations around the city. This is much the same ap¬ 
proach that we are using here in Sierra Madre. Second, 
the structure of the Claremont plan (not what the plan 
says to do, but how it is written) has been admired by 
many other communities as an example to follow. Thus, 
we believe there are some things we could leverage from 
the work done in Claremont. Third, although Claremont 
is a larger city than Sierra Madre, like us, it is a city with 
high community involvement and a true desire to build 
a foundation for the future. 

The actual recommendations and “plans” out of the 
Claremont Youth Master Plan are irrelevant for Sierra 
Madre. True, there may be some ideas that they have 
implemented that we could explore. However, for the 
most part we are using the Claremont Plan as a model 
for how to build a Youth Master Plan, not as a model on 
what the plan should recommend for our community. Si¬ 
erra Madre is very unique and we want our Youth Mas¬ 
ter Plan to reflect that uniqueness. For this reason we 
are conducting our own research into the needs of Sier¬ 
ra Madre’s youth and how those needs can be best met 
in the future. 

The Claremont Plan represents what good can be done 
when a community rallies behind a concept and brings 
it to life. In Sierra Madre, we want to leverage the ex¬ 
periences of Claremont, learn from what they did right, 
and avoid the pitfalls that they encountered. At the same

Question: I just bought a new car that 
is equipped with a turbo-charged engine. Are 
there any special care or driving requirements 
I should follow? 

Answer: As always, you should fol¬ 
low the manufacturer's recommendations con¬ 
tained in your owner's manual. In addition, 
here are some tips that will help the perfor¬ 
mance and longevity of the engine. ^ 

The most important thing to remem¬ 
ber when driving hard or Just coming off the 
freeway is to let the engine idle for a minute 
or so. This will help the bearing within the 
turbo housing wind down and cool while ad¬ 
equate lubrication is being provided. 

Also, the oil in a turbo-charged engine 
is more subject to deterioration, and should 
be changed (along with the filter) at intervals 
of 3,(){X) miles. 

It's important that the oil be the proper 
grade. The container should carry the API 
ratings SF/SG and CC/CD. Most major 
brands are SF/SG, but it is also important to 
have the CC and/or CD ratings for the extra 
stresses imposed by turbo-charged engines.

THE GOOD EARTH 


by Mary Cogswell Baum 

“Steel MagnoIias”by Robert Marling, is one of those 
sure-fire plays with everything. It is funny, it is mov¬ 
ing, it has that always attractive quality of people behav¬ 
ing well in adversity, and it rings true. But if you saw 
the movie, it is a classic example of how wrong a mov¬ 
ie can go. A fine example of art in one media very rarely 
translates equally well into another. The play is much 
better than the movie. 

“Steel Magnolias” is about the friendship and com¬ 
bined strength of the miscellaneous customers of a small 
beauty shop in a modest Louisiana town. It is about 
women who would not ordinarily socialize but thrive in 
this once-a-week sisterhood. Children and men become 
incidental in this group who can say anything and ad¬ 
mit to anything knowing that they will meet with un¬ 
derstanding. They can gloat over gossip without mal¬ 
ice, commiserate with frustration, and support each oth¬ 
er without judgement in an atmosphere of unsentimen¬ 
tal love. It is an intimate, occasionally claustrophobic, 
relationship and everything they do and say is seen 
through their eyes. 

The movie made the mistake of opening it up and 
showing everybody the irrelevant husbands, and neigh¬ 
borhoods, not nearly as funny, as revealing or as witty 
as the women can tell you. 

There are only six characters, and what delightful 
roles they are! 

And director Robert Craig has found wonderful ac¬ 
tors to play them. There is buxom, somewhat flashy 
Truvy (Margaret McCarley) who owns the shop, loves 
romance and is everybody”s friend. 

There is shy Annelle (Wendy O), her brand-new ap¬ 
prentice, who goes through several dramatic metamor¬ 
phoses before finding herself 

There is warm. Jolly Clairee, just learning to cope with 
widowhood and with being only one of a pair. 

There is gruff Ouiser, “in a bad mood for forty years” 
(Pat Atkins), bitter and sarcastic, a pose her friends see 
right through.

And there is the gracious psychologist M’Linn (Claire 
Benedek) whose sense of humor is her salvation, and her 
lovely, spirited, fragile daughter, Shelby (Deborah 
Riecks). Through their idle chatter of hair-styles and 
husbands, Christmas Festivals and weddings, we leant 
to know them, and when misfortune and sorrow arrive, 
they form an an iron fence of protection and warmth. 

They are lucky women. Go to laugh and cry with 
them.

The finish is dry not bitter, great 
balance with essence of melon and green apple fruit. 

This wine is perfect for sipping on its own or without 
food. A few good suggestions: serve it with light appe¬ 
tizers, many chicken, fish or pork dishes and superb with 
spicy Asian cuisine.

This Father’s Day will be a very special one for me. 
My dad will still be alive after a touch and go recovery 
from a triple bi-pass surgery. 

The surgery took place about a month ago. My dad 
lost five pints of blood and was on the verge of getting 
pneumonia when i saw him in the hospital two days af¬ 
ter his surgery. He was fighting for his life, still depen¬ 
dent on a respirator. He had to try to cough to help clear 
his lungs. Each cough made him cringe in pain. 

Despite all this when he saw me come into the room 
he joked “How’s my color?” He still had to be my dad 
- keep things light in a serious circumstance. As a fa¬ 
ther he wanted to make it easier on me even though he^ 
was on the verge of dying. 

It brought tears to my eyes to see him like that. There 
was nothing I could do but encourage him to cough. As 
always, he had sports on TV, but this time it was in the 
I.C.U. We watched the Kentucky Derby together. The 
volume was off but it didn’t matter. It was just like old 
times when I was a kid, sitting side by side sharing some¬ 
thing he loved. I never really cared what sport we 
watched as long as I could be with him. 

Like a trooper he pulled through the surgery. I got to 
see him back at home the following week. Though still 
weak, the sparkle in his eye was back. We listened to 
Irish music while he made lyric notes at his desk (an¬ 
other favorite pastime). He fell asleep in his chair with 
his glasses on and a pencil still clasped gently in his hand. 

I studied his face - still so kind and loving. Still the 
dearest man I have ever known.

Assemblymen Jack Scott (D-Pasadena) and Scott 
Wildman (D-Glendale) refused to support an amend¬ 
ment to the State budget today that would prohibit state 
funding of partial-birth abortions, except in the case of 
threat to the mother’s life. 

The amendment, introduced by Assemblyman Bob 
Margett (R-Arcadia), was set aside when Majority 
Leader Antonio Villaraigosa (D-Los Angeles) moved 
to lay the amendments on the table thereby avoiding any 
further debate. Assemblyman Wildman voted for the 
motion, and Assemblyman Scott simply refused to vote 
in obvious hopes of avoiding political fall out on the 
issue. 

“I find it difficult to believe that even the most ar¬ 
dent pro-choice individual could not support banning 
this particularly barbaric procedure, and I am disap¬ 
pointed that Mr. Wildman refused to support the will 
of California’s by voting to simply set aside the amend¬ 
ment,” stated Margett. “But what is especially upset¬ 
ting is the fact that Mr. Scott did nothing at all.” 


“We, as representatives of the people, are sent to 
Sacramento to stand for the views and values of our 
constituents. When a member simply sits on his hands 
in an effort to protect themselves politically, or ignores 
the will of the people, they are betraying the trust and 
faith that their constituents placed in them” stated 
Margett. “Mr. Scott and Mr. Wildman should remem¬ 
bers this in the days ahead. I’m sure the voters will” con¬ 
cluded Margett.

The Commission on 
Cancer of the American 
College of Surgeons has 
granted four-year approval 
to the cancer program at 
Methodist Hospital. This 
achievement culminates 
many years of staff dedica- 
tion to providing high- 
quality care to patients 
who have cancer. 

Established by the 
American College of Sur¬ 
geons in 1932, the Ap¬ 
provals Program encour¬ 
ages participants to equip 
and staff themselves so 
that they are able to pro¬ 
vide the best in the diagno¬ 
sis and treatment of can¬ 
cer. Recognizing that can¬ 
cer is a complex group of 
diseases, the program pro¬ 
motes consultation among 
surgeons, medical 
oncologists, radiation 
oncologists, diagnostic ra¬ 
diologists, pathologists, 
and other cancer special¬ 
ists. This multidisci¬ 
plinary cooperation results 
in improved patient care. 

An integral part of a 
cancer program is the tu¬ 
mor registry. All patients 
who are diagnosed or 
treated for cancer are listed 
in the registry so that the 
institution can maintain 
contact with them and 
make sure that they re¬ 
ceive continuing care and 
assistance with rehabilita¬ 
tion. Information col¬ 
lected through the registry 
allows Methodist Hospital 
to participate in national 
studies that are designed to 
improve patient care. 
These studies focus on di¬ 


agnostic patterns, surgery, 
other treatment, and pa¬ 
tient outcome. 

Using annual cancer 
registry data from more 
than 1,000 US cancer 
treatment organizations, 
approved hospitals are 
able to comparatively as¬ 
sess their patterns of care 
using survey data from the 
National Cancer Data 
Base (NCDB). NCDB 
benchmark studies com¬ 
pleted during 1995 in¬ 
cluded cancers of the 
breast, endometrium, lar¬ 
ynx, ovary, pancreas, pros¬ 
tate, stomach, and thyroid. 

The NCDB also pro¬ 
vides an annual yardstick 
of how many patterns were 


diagnosed at each hospital 
using the most appropriate 
staging or classification 
system of di.sease severity. 
To further assist in com¬ 
parative assessment of 
cancer treatment at the 
hospital, tow studies of 
special populations have 
been performed that focus 
on Hispanic patients and 
elderly patients. 

In addition, several Pa- ‘ 
tient Care Evaluation 
(PCE) studies were de¬ 
signed and completed that 
used supplementary medi¬ 
cal information gathered 
for evaluating special is¬ 
sues of cancer manage¬ 
ment concern for cancers 
of the cervix, colon, and 
prostate. Thus, the Patient 


Care Evaluation Studies 
and the National Cancer 
Data Base have collec¬ 
tively provided a useful 
benchmark that individual 
approved cancer programs 
can use for continuous im¬ 
provement of the quality 
of patient care. 

The American Cancer 
Society estimates that 
1,359,150 cases of cancer 
will be diagnosed in the 
United States during 1996. 
Slightly more than one- 
fifth of the country’s hos¬ 
pitals have approved can¬ 
cer programs, and more 
than 80 percent of patient 
who are newly diagnosed 
with cancer are treated in 
these hospitals. 


Laboratory Recei 
Accreditation 


The laboratory at Meth¬ 
odist Hospital in Arcadia, 
California has bee 
awarded a two-year ac¬ 
creditation by the Com¬ 
mission on Laboratory 
Accreditation of the Col¬ 
lege of American Patholo¬ 
gists (CAP), based on the 
results of a recent on-site 
inspection. 

The laboratory’s direc¬ 
tor was advised of this na¬ 
tional recognition andcJjh- 
gratulated for the “excel¬ 
lence of the services being 
provided.’’ The laboratory 
at Methodist Hospital of 
Southern California is one 
of the more than 5,000 


CAP-accredited laborato¬ 
ries nationwide. 

The CAP Laboratory 
Accreditation Program, 
begun in the early 1960s, is 
recognized by the federal 
government as being equal 
to or more stringent than 
the government’s own in¬ 
spection program. 

Inspectors examine the 
records and quality control 
of the laboratory for the 
preceding two years, as 
well as the education and 
qualifications of the total 
staff, the adequacy of the

Learning a Lesson About 
Taxes 

Summer is here and so is the Arcadia City Councils 
proposal to circumvent Proposition 218 which prohib¬ 
its local cities from imposing new tax increases in spe¬ 
cial assessment districts without a two-thirds majority 
voter approval. 

Their proposal is in the form of a mail-in ballot, 
which requires a simple majority, urging homeowners 
to support a special assessment against their property 
for fire services so these monies can be used to off-set 
a 1997-98 budget shortfall of $1,576,790 million dol¬ 
lars. 

The council, in their usual political rhetoric decided 
to use the fire department as a political ploy because the 
homeowners would be more inclined to tax themselves 
for their service instead of facing a fire department 
downsizing. This writer calls this a scare tactic. Why 
use the fire department as a scape goat? 

At present the homeowner is paying a tax of approxi¬ 
mately $383 dollars per year for fire services. In order 
to balance the budget an additional $1(X) plus dollars 
would be added to the homeowners tax bill for fire ser¬ 
vices if we are led to believe that the budget shortfall 
is a portion of the fire departments total operating budge 
of $7,300,940 million dollars. This begs the question: 

Is the shortfall due to lack of revenues needed to bal¬ 
ance the total fire department budget for service or is 
the shortfall due to monies required to operate other citv 
departments? 

If the latter is true other city departments would ben¬ 
efit from the proposed tax assessment not the fire de- ' 
partment budget as the council would like you to be- ' 
lieve. Wake up Arcadians, read between the lines. ' 
Fiscal responsibilities is the answer, not new tax assess¬ 
ment. 

Now for the kicker. After all of this the council is 
also proposing for the April 1998 General election to 
bring before the homeowner a ballot measure to impose 
a three percent utility tax. Will it ever stop? See you 
around town. Watch for more.
